2, GOLUB made arrangements to rect both(an/3 and (anys in the downtow: section 
of Helsinki on the evening of the.dinner, GOLUB called a taxi, an2 the 
three of them drove to his apartment, Upon entering the apartaeat GOLUB 
introduced both of them to his wife, Hina.

GOLUB first apologised for the large size of the apartment and the fact 
that it was sc sparsely furnished. He stated that in Moscow they always
